Viscount Terauchi, Minister of War 
and Foreign Affairs, Deprecates 
Talk of War. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
TOKIO, July 29.—In an interview 
granted exclusively to the Associated 
Press Gen. Viscount Terauchi, Minis- 
ter of War and acting Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, today expressed himself 
as having the keenest desire for the 
maintenance of peace and a continu- 
ance of the friendliest of relations be- 

tween Japan and all the powers. 
Viscount Terauchi intimated that 
the future policy of Japan would not 
tend toward military expansion, but on 
the contrary would see the entire 
energy of the country devoted in the 
direction of productive instead of un- 
productive expenditures. In the course 
of the interview Viscount Terauchi 
said: 


“Tl knew that in certain quarters the 
impression exists that the Japanese 
government ies harboring designs for 
an adventurous foreign policy. This 
impression is said to be — 
owing to the fact that Prem Kat- 
sura presides over the cabinet and be- 
cause, I, a soldier, am in tem 
charge at the department of foreign 
affairs. 

“That such a misapprehension can 
be entertained is due either to igno- 

> of the actual situation or to a 
rected prejudice. I am sure that 
the idea finds absolutely no echo in 
the thoughts of unbiased observers of 
the ress of affairs in this country. 

“Nobody appreciates more keenly the 
blessings of peace than thore who have 
experienced the awful scourge of war. 
In the case of Japan scarcely three 
years have passed since we emerged 
from the most ganguinary struggie 
that history has ever recorded. All 
the horrors of war are stil! in the 
memory of our people and under these 
circumstances it is only natural that 
the government should direct its undi- 
vided attention to the readjustment of 
national finances and the improvement 
of economic conditions. 

“In order to obtain this object the 
maintenance of peace is manifestiy of 
the most vital importance to Japan 
and any departure from that 
would inevitably end in failure.“

Commerce 
Lines Are not Allowed te Earn 
Revenues for Owners. :

CHICAGO, July 29.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} An un usually interesting case 
that is receiving the attention of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is 
that of the private and Industrial rail- 


These, it seems, under the new law. 
have no right to earn revenue, and 
hence no excuse or existence. The law 
says that a railroad company may 
not engage in any other business, 
which is construed as meaning that a 
manufacturing concern may not own 
u railroad and operate it at a profit. 

In a recent decision, the commission 
upheld this interpretation of the law, 
holding that a private line could not 
charge for ite services, and compete 
on equal terms with a regular rail- 


The effects of this ruling are exceed- 
ingly far reaching. There are in the 
country several thousand of these 
reads, varying in length from a few 
reds to a hundred miles, and many 
of them, having complete equiprhent 
of cars locomotives and even shepsa. 
Bome of them represent the investment 
of millions. 

Those rvads are overated in connee- 
tion with big manufacturing and dis- 
tributing planta, for which they do the 
switching, and u is absolutely necer- 
sary that they exist and operate, for 


many of the greatest industries in the 
country. 


SCORES PULLMAN COMPANY. 
NYE SAYS STATE E CHEATED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT J 
SACRAMENTO, July 29.—State Con- 
troller Nye, at the meeting of the 
State Board of Equalization’ today, 
informed the representatives of the 
Pullman Car Company, who were be- 
ing heard by the equalizers, that in his 
opinion the Pullman people have de- 
liberately violated the law of Cali- 
fornia in that it has purposely re- 
fused to render a report to the Board 
of Equalization showing its gross an- 

nual earnings in this State. 
Controller Nye deciared that the 
Pullman company had deen requested 
to submit a statement showing its in- 
come from the cars operated by it in 
California, and that it has failed this 
year, as it did in 1907, to comply with 
the wishes of the board. The Con- 
troller said that he believed the Pull- 
man people failed to send in the re- 
quired statement, not because it was 
unable to compile the requested fig- 
ures, but because it aimed to confuse 
the Board of Equalization and violate 
the law for its own gain. 

The charges of Controller Nye were 
made in the course of a strenuous ex- 
amination which the Pullman repre- 
sentatives were compelled to undergo 
at the hands of the equalizers.
